W isconsin Pedigree No. 3 8, recog­ 
nized as a good m alting barley, is 
o n e of th e popular varieties grown 
In Delta county, .and has proven 
a profitable crop. 
The problem of 
securing good seed Is likely to be 
a handicap this season, but many 
farm ers of the section are plan­ 
ning to place a field of barley on 
th e ir crop program . 


At a recent m eeting the Board 
of Governors of 
the 
Michigan 
Brew er's 
Association adopted a 
resolution urging the 
inau g u ra­ 
tio n of a barley im provem ent pro­ 
gram w hich will have as its ob­ 
ject, the interesting of farm ers in 
th e production of barley 
which 
m eets th e requirem ents 
of 
the 
brewing Industry. 
T he program 
■ will be conducted 
co-operatively 
w ith the U. S. D epartm ent of Agfri- 
oulture, th e Michigan Experim ent 
Station, and the m alting industry. 


Good m alting barley is descvib 
ed by th e brew ers as follows: 
“A 
plump, 
heavy, 
uniform 
sized 
ipll 
m atured 
kernel; 
bright 
creamy 
colored; mellow in tex­ 
ture, practically free from adm ix­ 
tu re of other grains; free from 
dam age caused by disease, im pro­ 
per threshing or handling and of 
a variety such as 
O derbrucker, 
M anchuria, Velvet or Wisconsin 
Pedigree No. 38.'’ 


The F a rm Crops departm ent at 
Michigan State College has 
the 
following to say 
regarding 
the 
production of barley for the m alt­ 
ing trade. 
“The am ount of Mich- 
iiiiin barley which finds its way 
into commercial channels in any 
one year has averaged around 15 
per cent. 
Most of this is usually

Pins 
show th e location of each accident, 
and the color of the pin heads de­ 
fines the type of accident. 
At the 
end of the year the dapartm ent will 
have a visual record on this city 
map to show where the most acci­ 
dents happen and also the propor­ 
tion of each tye of car mishap. 


Red i»in8, indicating two-car acci­ 
dents, predominate on the sheet. 
Blue pins indicate car and pedes­ 
trian, green stands for two auto­ 
mobiles with one occupant or more 
injured, white is a one-car acci­ 
dent with occupant injured, and 
black pins indicate trafllc accident 
deaths. 
So far there are two black 
pins on Escanaba’s automobile ac­ 
cident record for 1935.

Bees Take Their 


Nectar Straight 


Washington 
Bees like to 


fake their nectar straight. 
That 
is why they suddenly shift from 
one kind of blossom to another for 
no apparent reason, tho d epart­ 
m ent of agriculturo has 
discov­ 
ered. 


The more concentrated the nec­ 
tar is in a blossom, the more like­ 
ly the bees are to bo drawn to 
it. 
They do not like nectar th at 
has been diluted by rain or dew. 


Watching the behavior of bees 
at a California experiment 
sta­ 
tion, it wa.s found that tho insects 
avoided fruit blossoms of open 
■ Structure such as 
apricot 
and 
'.ome plums during the time the 
nectar in them 
w'as 
"w atered.” 
The bees vi.sited almond blossoms 
at all times,
